Saturday at Meerksatfontein the Boer 
telegrams are not credited at the war 
office, and thej- are fuithcr diLcroditoil 
on account of the dlscrepancic.-i in the 
dispatches, as Meerksatfontein, in one 
message, is lacated near Brandfort, 
and' another it is located southeast of 
Dloemfontein, the places being 100 
miles apart. 

Genenel Gatacre's return to England 
is accepted as being in the nature of 
a recall, though no rea«on is given for 
it, and it will be a.--, oelated in tlie pub 
lie mind with hi.s luck of success. Lord 
Roberts criticised his management of 
the Stormberg attack, and possibly 
Oatacre's having arrived an hour and 
a half too late to rescue the Redders 
burg force may have decided his re- 
turn. General Ii!indle seemingly suc- 
ceeds General Gatacre, and according 
Co a dispatch from Bloemfontefn the 

commanders of several brigades ait 
about to be changed. 

The Renter Telegram company's cor- 
respondent at Aliwal North says:

It is learncii that the Hoer govern- 
ment have formally notifled Portugal 
that they consider the shipping of Brit- 
ish troops and munitlon.s of war to 
Rhodesia, by way of Beira, Portuguese 
East Africa, to be fpntamount to hos- 
tile action. This, however, will not 
etop Oeneral Sir Frederick Carrlng- 
ton's force from entering Rhodesia, 
Whether or not tlie lioers will make 
reprisals upon Portugal remains to be 
Men, so the opinion here inclines to 
tUt belief that the Boers are not likely 
to back up their protest with ac tion 
that would bring them into bostiiitiea 
irtth still another power. 

Iloers Are Sending .sholls. 

l.adysiiiith, April 11. — The Hoeis 
openeil fire, seiidiiig sliells into the 
British camp at Elandsgaate from 
three positions widely sep&fiited. ^he 
Bhells did no damage. *jj The troops 
moved out to reconnofter and found 
the Boers in strong forca and well for- 
tified. One naval gun y^plied 
td'-the Boers, who have again placed 
a long torn In position. 

When the Boers commenced shelling 
the British were drilling, and CM prl- 
T«te was killed and aaotbir wounded 
before the soldien w«re withdrawn 
from range. Then the naval brigade 
opened tire and drew a heavy Boer 
fnsilade, and two of the cruiser Philo- 
mel'i guntters were killed. The naval 
men- atnclrto their positions, however, 
and the Boers unmasked six guns. In- 
cluding a 100-pounder, and shells fell 
in all the British camps. 

After three hours' bombardment the 
British fire slackened, and the burgh- 
ers cleared from a kopje on the right, 
when a British shell lit on the si>ot 
ocenyled bjr their gto. Again a com- 
mand was seen moving toward the 
Bi-itlsh position, apparently with the 
intention of flanking them, but the 
British shells forced tbem to retire. 

'The 'Brltlib adTaoM pickets were 
continually sniped, bat Um easualtics 
have been reported. 

In the afternoon the naval brigade 
again flred a few sheila. It is rumored 
that a body of Boers have gatbereil 
southwest of Blaildslaagte with the

DM N«t Don Ovt-ralU and Tak* the 
Place of Strikers. 

Chicago, April 11.— E. Baggott * 
Oompajiy, who have the plumbing con- 
tract for the Marshall Field building, 
on which the unions have called a 
Strike, announced that they would not 
avail themselves of the offer Of several 
wealthy plumbing oontraetoni to don 
oreralls and take the place of the 
striking plumbers. In order that the 
contract might be finished in time. 

It was at first stated that the con- 
tractors had actually gone to work ou 
the building, which was under a heavy 
guard of policemen, and the names of 
the mast:>r plumbers alleged to be at 
work were given. 

Mr. Baggott. however, said that it 
was impracticable to UM a large force 
at present, but that when phimbei's 
were wanted plenty were to be had. 

Guards at the entranre to the build- 
ing prevented all outsiders from en- 
tering, and it was not until afternoon 
that the strikers and their picket.s 
learned that the ' bo.^.-cs" were not ac- 
tually at work. 

A Spell of Weather. 
Chicago, April 11.— The whole west 
and southwest is experiencing a series 

of rain and snowstorms, accompanied 
by temperatures ranging from 15 to 20 
degrees Ixdow normal, with heavy 
frosts over a large section of the 
wheat belt. At Denver the thermome- 
ter registered 8 above, and at Dodge 
City, Kan., 18 above. According to 
the United Stafe.^ weather bureau, the 
storms are a continuation of the recent 
cloudbursts that caused the Austin 
(Tex.) disaster, and swollen country 
streams are reported from all over the 
west. Fieveral minor washouts have 

occurred.

Tho outcome will depend now on the 
action "of the local unions throughout 
the (ountry. and may result in a com- 
bination to enforce the demand.

Pittsburg, April IT— "II. C. Frick 
will dispose of all his holdings — some- 
thing over 116,000,000— In the Carnegie 
company Just as soon as he can," said 
a big stockholder of the Carnegie com- 
pany. "He won what he contended 
for, and will not remain to hamper 
Mr. Carnegie or bis partners." It ia 
said that Mr. Frick and President 
Schwab are not on pleasant terms, 
and this has done mu.'h toward keep- 
ing Messrs, Frick and Carnegie apart. 



San Francisco, April 11.— F'ive hun- 
dred pounds of plug cut tobacco have 
been seized in various local stores by 
internal revenue agents, because the 
packages were In.-uifllciently stamped. 
This tobacco, manufactured by a St 
Louis firm, has bees put in packages 
weighing from an ounce and three- 
quarters to two ounces, and the pack- 
ages had been uniformly stami>ed ;us 
weighing an ounce aud two'thirds. 



Washington, April 11. — Tho rule on 
the Porto Rlcan bill was adopted- 
ayes, 158; nays, 142; present and not 
voting, 11. This was regarded as a 
test vote, iadloating the passage 
the bill. 

Washlngtoo, April 11.— Intense inter< 
•St was manifested in the house of rep 
reaentatives In the final contest over 
the I'orto Rican bill. 

At 11 a. m. the committee on rules 
assembled in Speaker Henderson's pri 
vate office and settled the day's pro- 
gram, fixing the final vote for 5 p. m 
The special rule provided for the 
occasion allowed 2U minutes on each 
side to debate the rule, and on its 
adoption a debate on bill till .". p m 
Early in the day tin' party rii.iiKi.i;<':- 
were e.xening tlii ir utiac i nnli.iv ir^ 
to usiiemble a full vote. On the Kepab- 
lican side th«re were 25 or 80 ab- 
sentees, but Representative Long, t!:e 
Republloan "whip?' w.is in ti legrajiiii; 
COmuiiMiication witli ev.'ry one oi 
these, and it was known ou what train 
each would arrive. Long claimed the 
passage of the bill by 'J votes. 

Upon the con' lu. iuii of tin' rcadin; 
of the rule upon demand oi Mr. Dal 
zell, the previous question ou its adop 
tion was ordered. Mr. Oalzell dtscusseti 
the rule briefly. On Feb. i;s the Udm^ 
sent to the senate the I'orio Iticaii 
tariff bill. The amendments attached 
by the senate furnished a civil govern- 
ment for the island. It was the opin- 
ion of the majority, he said, that tho.^t 
amendments should be concurred In 
What the country desired was not de- 
bate, but action. 

Mr. Richardson, the minority' leader, 
called attention to the fa; t that the 
rule would permit the hou.se to voli 
only upon a single proposition. 

If It bad been possible for the sen- 
ate to add to the iniquity of the orig- 
inal bill levying 13 per cent of the 
Dingley duties on goods going into 
Porto lliio, he said it had done so 
in the so-called government act. 

Unde^ the guise of a civil govern 
ment, he said, the governmenf had im- 
posed an Imperialist government upon 
the people of the island. He asserted 
that it was never the Intention of the 
Republloans of the house in the first 
instance to ru-\rt any such measure. 
(Quoted Kepntilieans. 
He quoted President McKlnley, Sec- 
retary Root, ex-President Harrison, 
ex-Speaker Reed and other Repub- 
licans in favor of free trade with the 
islands, and drew a round of applau.-.e 
from his Democratic colleagues by 
characterizing the president in the lan- 
guage of ex-Speaker Reed, as "the em- 
peror of e.v^tedieucy." 

Troiceding, he expressed his regret 
thjit the secretary of war had not seen 
fit to furnish the opinion of Judge 
Charles A. Magoon, the attorney of the 
Insular br.reau. to the effect that tho 
constitution extended ex proprio vlgore 
to our new possessions, upon which 
he said the original recommendations 
of the president and secretary of war 
were based. 

When Mr. Richardson asked had the 
president, the secretary of war and the 
Republican party changed front upon 
this whole question? For reply he 
read the statement of Profes.sor Schiir- 
man of the Philippine commiasioa that 
the "trusts had gone down to Washing- 
ton and had grasped the Republican 
party by the throat." 

He also recalled the statement print- 
ed a short time ago In a local news- 
pap( r that a Republican member of 
the house bad said that in return for 
the passage of the bill • large con- 
tribution was to be made to the Re^ 
publican fund. 

Mr. De Armond (Mo.) said the rule 
was evlde&ce that those who had de- 
cided to suppress Intellect, chain the 
will and stifle the conscience realized 
that they must do their work quickly. 
He commended tho:<e who had the 
manhood to stand out for the right, 
and warned the majority that the Re- 
publicans would have Xh9 coantrjr to 
re< kon with. 

Mr. Babcock (Wis.), chairman of the 
Republican congressional campaign 
oommlttee, indignantly resenteit the 
eharge of Mr. Richardson that the Re- 
publican eampai.gn committee had re- 
ceived money consideration for the 
Porto Rican bill. He challenged any 
one to name the Republican who was 
responsible for s\ii h a charge. Jutnp- 
ing to^ bis feet. Mr. Pierce (Tenn.) 



tried to interrupt Mr. Babcock. but the 
kMer waved him aside. 

"He withdraws his challenge." 
shouted a voice on the Democratic 
side arrld a bowl of derision. 

Mr. Babcock paid no attentton to it. 
The shoe was on the other foot, he 
continued. The tobacco trust and (he 
sugar trust, he said, had started the 
free trade agitation. 

After the adoption of the rule, U 
was decided that the remaining three 
and a half hours should be equally 
divided between the two sides. Mr. 
Wats>on oi)enrd the debate.
